The American Iron and Steel Asso- 
ciation has received reports of production 
directly from every furnace in the country, 
and in its bulletin publishes detailed sta- 
tistics of both production and stocks. In 
the summary it says: 

“The total production of pig-iron in 1904 
was 16,497,033 gross tons, against 18,009.- 
252 tons in 1903, 17,821,307 tons in 1902, 
15,878,354 tons in 1901, 13,789,242 tons in

The causes of the decline in production in 
1904 as compared with 1903 are so well 
known that they need not be dwelt upon 
in this connection, but it is worthy of men- 
tion that the last four months of 1904 
showed great and steadily increasing ac- 
tivity in production.
